REDUCING WEIGHT 


The subject of reducing will interest many who are cons ious of 
carrying around too much weight—who feel stuffy, short of breath, 
and uncomfortable, and who find it hard to find clothes which. fit 
readily. 

The one who is overweight is not only handicapped by the extra 
poundage, but is also handicapped in that obesity predispoxes to many 
disorders such as diabetes, high blood pressure, ete. It is a most 
significant fact that fat does not mean health and those who are 
overweight will have better chance of iiving longer if they undertake 
a reducing regimen which will take off the excess pounds. 

It appears that there are two general types of obese patients. 
First, those who come from families whose members are all over- 
weight and who scem to gain weight from almost every food that they 
eat. In such patients the digestive and assimiletive powers are exce!- 
lent and they get all of the good from every ounce of food eaten, 
The weight may be reduced in these cases when the patient develops 
the mental ideal of a symmetrical body and does everything, possible 
to reach that ideal. The patient must be impressed with the fact that 
the proper kind and amount of food must be eaten, und that sufficicnt 
exercise must be taken. Often the patient will enjoy perfect healch 
and normal weight on a very small daily portion of the tissue-building 
foods, Certainly, this type of patient will get along very well on a 
much smaller amount of food than is ordinarily necessary, simply 
because the metabolism is so perfect. : 

The second type of over-weight patient docs not have a natural 
tendency to obesity, but gains weight through over-eating on starches, 
fats, and sugars. In this case, the excessive weight is due to indis- 
cretions in diet and to selecting those foods which are weight 
producing. 

In starting the patient on a reducing regimen, the most ravid 
results will follow if he begins with a fruit juice fast, using tomato 
juice, canned unsweetened pineapple juice, orange juice, oF grapefruit 
juice. This brings about a rapid initial loss which is encouraging to 
the patient as he steps on the scales. In addition to the loss of weight, 
there occurs an improvement in all physical and mental functions. 
Usually the patient notes an increase in energy. It is desirable that 

' the patient continue with his ordinary werk while taking the short 
- fast. a) 
; The diet to follow the fast must be one from which all foods 
‘having fattening properties have been omitted. That is, the following 
foods must be avoided for a time: Sugars, fats, and the grrains, such 
- as wheat, corn, rice, oats, barley and the products made from them 
such as flour, bread, pastries, crackers, puddings, macaroni, spaghetti, 
breakfast cereals, etc. Even if you do not observe other restrictions 
or regulations of diet, you will lose steadily but surely just by observ- 
ing this rule alone. It is, however, equally important that you learn 
to substitute other foods for those which are omitted, using foods 
which do not have the property of producing fat. Therefore, you are 
to use each day, a moderate amount of meat, chicken, or fish and an 
abundance of cooked non-starchy vegetables. Such a dietetic regimen 
will provide the material necessary for repair, and also the food 
minerals and vitamins, and is a health-building diet at the same dime 
that it is a reducing diet. As you get your weight down closer to 
normal, it is then possible to reintroduce the starches, in reasonable 
amounts. . 

Beside staying on a restricted diet, J suggest an increase in
